“We had a trial last week-end, and had 
quite an exciting time rescuing the crew of 
the Conch, a burning oil-tank.

The most 
part jumped for life belts and rafts that we 
threw overboard, and were picked up by our 

ts. The last seven or eight were left on the 
forecastie, and we had to go alongside to get 
them. The ship was under way all the time, 
steering anyhow, and it was quite hard to get 
alongside, but we managed after a lot of 
maneuvring and got six of the party. One at 
least fell between the ships and was crushed or 
drowned. .Altogether about thirty out of forty 
were saved. All we picked up were Chinese, 
but there were at least ten white men aft, and 
some of them were picked up. . . . She was 
full of oil, and was burning fiercely all the 
time we were standing by (4-15-7.30 «.m.), and 
had been on fire from 10 p.m. the previous 
night.

Srr,—In every town and village in Ireland 
there are great numbers of men im a position, 
and anxious, to till some land, but they cannot 
et it to till. To give you an instance, | have 

rees, and for some years past have taken 
grazing by the eleven months’ system. This 
year 1 have seven or eight acres on the condi- 
tion that 1 do anything I wish with it, except 
plough or sow a crop on it—I dare not. In this 
town I am sure there are at least fifty men like 
myself, anxious to till, and with the ways and 
means to do po, who do not want any induce- 
ments or free seed. We only want land, and in 
this locality there are hundreds of farms now 
set for grass on the eleven months’ system, and 
ranches, where a short time ago tillage was in 
full swing. They: are now absolutely closed 
down, with only a herd and dog. Is it fair to 
allow it while hunger may not be far off? 

What is the use in calling for more tillage 
while men are simply hungry for land to till 
The tendency of late amongst traders and 
others who have got capital has been to buy up 
tillage farms, turn them into grazing land, and 
at the same time tura the population out of 
Ireland—especially the labourer, who, some ot 
them now complain, is scarce. In England I see 
that it has been made possible by law, where 
a person holds lands for grazing only, that he 
can now till and sow food on it. If the same 
law were applied to Ireland, you would not long 
have to ask for tillage. Millions of acres extra 
would be tilled and food produced. It is ad- | 
mitted that every person producing more food ' 
is oc person working at home to win the war.—

Sin,—If rumour be correct, the fate of Ire- 
land is once more in the melting pot. A round 
tatle conference bas been summoned, and it 
would be well that those taking part in it 
should be able to come quickly to terms. All 
are agreed that one assembly should, if pos- 
sible, control the destinies of Ulster and the 
remainder of Ireland, but how are such war- 
ring elements tc become fused into one legisia- 
tive whole? Truth must emerge in any rea! 
consideration of the problem, and I must be 
pardoned if I state plainly the real bugbear to 
all Unionist minds regarding Home Rule. They 
fear, end I believe rightly, the influence that 
he great civil and religious organisation 
commonly called the Roman Catholic Church 
would wield, directly or indirectly, amongst a 
still impoverished and uneducated democracy. 

Roman Catholic Home Rulers assure their 
Unionist fellow-countrymen that religious inter- 
ference need never be dreaded. is may be 
true, but in practical days something more 
than mere assurance is required. Guarantees 
can be given, and I would suggest two, either 
of which would, [ believe, satisfy the most 
timorous Unionists.

week from English schools. This is only a 
fraction of the whole. Practically all of these 
attend higher class schools and colleges in 
Bngland, whose pensions range from £50 to 
£150 per annum. At the lowest estimate, Irish 
schoois jose upwards of £100,000 per annum 
through this emigration of Irish students. Why 
do Irish parents think it an advantage to send 
their children to England to be educated? 
There is no doubt that the quality of the 
education and moral training given in Irish 
colleges and schools ts superior. What, there- 
fore, is the attraction in England? It is, with- 
out doubt, the English accent and the more cul- 
tivated tone of the English schools. 

If one is learning a foreign language, he is 
at great pains to acquire the correct pro- 
nunciation and accent. Even in the case of 
the Irish language, colleges have been opened in 
Irish-speaking districts with the same object in 
view. How is it, therefore, that in Irish schools 
and colleges, purporting to give a thorough 
English education, so little attention is given 
to English pronunciation and accent? Possibly 
the principals have never adverted to this 
matter. hether that be so or not, it is 
painfully evident that the pronunciation of 
English in Irish sehools and colleges is hopelessly 
at variance with the pronunciation adopted by 
educated persons in England. If Irish schools 
fail to teach English pronunciation and accent, 
who can blame Irish parents for sending their 
children to England to learn them there? Let 
anyone compare the pronunciation of the follow- 
ing sets of words by Irish-taught and English- 
taught students for himself, and he will need 
no further evidence that English pronunciation 
is not learned at Irish schools, whether taught 
or not:—(1) Took, put, could; (2) car, garden, 
guide; (3) cow, now, flower; (4) Time, mine, 
mile; (5) gun, some, drum; (6) bitter, water, 
butter. These are only examples, In No. 1 the 
Irish pronunciation is “‘ tuk,’’ “ put,” ** cud,” 
the vowel sound used being the short Irish 
“o,” instead of the English “ oa.” No. 2 
there is a “y'” sound introduced before the 
vowel, making the pronunciation ‘‘ cyar,” 
“ gyarden,’’ ''gyide.” In No. 3 the pronuncia- 
tion of “‘ ow ” is much like the bay of a hoarse

Of course, this forecast might have to 
be modified if Germany, instead of talking 
aguely about a Peace Conference, had 
detinitely formulated the terms on which 
she was prepared to cease hostilities ; and 
Washington is said to be greatly disap- 
pointed that she has not done so.

Witness—-Certainly, if she were conscious at 
the time. 

The Coroner asked whether Batty’s appear- 
ance suggested itself to the police surgeon as 
being a possible result of epilepsy. 

Dr. Genge replied that it was quite consistent 
with it. An epileptic fit came on more com- 
monly in sleep. Such fits might cause a person 
to make horrible contortions and convulsive 
movements of the arms, and also to foam at 
the mouth. A young girl travelling alone, with- 
out having had nursing experience, would pro- 
bably be most terrified. It was possible, said 
the doctor, for a man to have a seizure in his 
sleep, wake up, and not know what had hap- 
pened. 

A police constable who had charge of Batty at 
Police Station said that the man 
woke up and made a booing noise. His face 
contorted, and atipped the witness's

In a statement to a detective, Batty at that 
he doged of in a compartment, and. know 
nothing until he woke up with a start on hear- 
ing someone scream.
